It has often been matter of surprise to us that 
no effort has ever been made on the part of the 
people of thisteity to prospect and explore a re- 
gion of country lying to the north of us, com- 
mencing at Pitt Lake and extending as far as

trict to which we allude to be rich in gold, sil- 
ver, copper, and yet no attempt has been made 
to put the matter toa practical test. Are we 
satisfied with the mines now being worked about 
500 miles away in the interior, and the working 
of which, on account of their great distance from 
us, confers very little local benefit? Ten men 
at work in the distfict to Which We allude would 
confer more real benefit upon our local trade than 
ten times that number in,Cariboo. But there is 
another reason why this section should be ex- 
plored.

The Colonist on anion now end the Colonist.on 
tmion a year ago are two very different affairs. 
There is no doubt that the arrogant Bluster with 
which that paper formerly teemed in reference 
to the subject had very much to do with matur- 
ing public feeling in this Colony against a mea- 
sure of which they would have thought very lit- 
tle had it not been so incessantly poked ander 
their nose in the most offensive form by its inju- 
dicioas advocates.

ago will show a very striking change of tone auent 


this question. In the article before us the im- 
policy, if not the injustice, of forcing us into a 
union against our will is freely admitted, and the 
writer even goes so far as to acknowledge the real 
position of the Island Colony with respect to the 
matter. He says :—" We are the petitioners in 
this matter, and it ill-becomes us, in-one and the 
same breath, to decry while we wish to partake.” 
How different from the insolent swagger for- 
merly indulged in. This altered tone is unques- 
tionably attributable in a great measure to the 
fact that the paper in question is now edited by 
a gentleman possessing more talent and a much 
more profound knowledge of Colonial affairs than 
his predeeessor. But there is more than this ‘in 
it. The people of Victoria have been “ eating 
humble pie” within the last few months. They 
have had a taste of what it is to be thrown upon 
their own resources, and have discovered that it 
takes two to make a bargain—that Culonies are 
not united in these latter days at the ipse dizit of 


‘one party, and especially if that party happens 


to be the smaller. These influenees have ten- 
ded. wonderfully to tone down the views of cer- 
tain gentlemen in Victoria opon the question of 
of a union of these Colonies, The suggestion tu 
“ealla convention of the inhabitants of both 
Colonies” for the purpose of considering the 
subject is perlectly useless. The people of Brit- 
ish Columbia want no anion, see no possible ben- 
efit to be derived from it ; and, feeling perfectly 
secure against such a thing being carried out 
without their consent and co-operation, it would 
be difficult if not impossible to get them sufficient- 
ly interested in the matter to take any action 
whatever. The writer of the article to which 
we have alluded says :—‘‘ Let those, therefore, 
who take s prominent interest in the matter en- 
deavor to call a convention of the inhabitants of 
both colonies—let them proce to the people of 
British Columbia that union does not mean an 
avarichius grasp at a richer treasury, but s 
strengthening element to both colonies, nation= 
ally as well as politically —and the surest basis 
of ultimate prosperity.” 

This is all very well from a Victoria stand- 
point ; but to preach such bunkum to the people 
of this Colony is sheer nonsense. “ They that 
are whole need not a physician, but they that are 
sick.” As well might the people of Victoria urge 
the necessity of a man iw the perfeet enjoyment 
of health seeking the services of a dcetor as to 
preseh anion to us.

THE COMMON SCHOOL SQUABBLE AGAIN, 


If the free discussion of a public institution 
tends to its good our public school is in a fair 
wey to attain that’position which its well-wishers 
desire to see it occupy. Our present object is 
to reply to two or three: points raised in a letter 

; “J, C.” and published in another column. 

(1) Hed our ‘correspondent quoted a little 
more extensively from our article he would have 
refated himselt ; for the very next sentence points 
oot the want of harmony. alluded to :—“ He de 
clines assuming the responsibility of co-operating 
with the public: in carrying out the temporary 
tra sea on the one hand, while, on 


shoulders the far graver responsi- 
bility of ating an unsatisfactory arrange- 
ment in defiance of public opinion !” 


(2) The primary object and business of the 

pablic meeting was to obtain a change in the 
basis and management of the school ; and the 
tendering or accepting of the resignation of 
Messrs. Scott, Wylde and Ferris had no bearing 
whatever upon the subject, and could not, there- 
fore, possibly have interfered with the passing 
of any one of the resolations, Mr. Browning did 
try to give the proceedings a turn in that direc- 
tion by stating that as the resignatiotrof the old 
Trustees had not been accepted they were still in 
office and others could not, therefore, be appoint- 
ed. But the ruse utterly failed. He was- told 
that the power delegated to these Trustees by the 
parents had ceased with the expiration of the 
term for which it was given ; that their position 
as Trastees for property had nothing whatever 
todo with the point at issue, And that this 
view of the subject was entertsiged by the meet- 
ing may fairly be inferred from the fact that the 
resolution appointing a new Board of Manage- 
ment was passed unanimously. 

(3) The difference between the respective po- 
sitions occupied by our correspondent and the 
two or three to whom he alludes would appear 
to be that while the former represents Mr. 
Browning and two or three others the latter fair- 
ly express public sentiment, else how does it 
come that a series of resolutions, prepared by 


Mr. Jamieson, were all but unanimously. carried 


at/a large public meeting, whereus Mr. Browning 


- was completely foiled—cuuld obtain no counte- 


nance or support ? 
(4) We admit that up to a certain period the 
Trustees displayed very great energy, although 
‘in mach that they did they quite exceeded their 
legitimate functions. But the time came when 
a sectarian school was projected, when two of 
the Trustees appear to have set themselves ays- 
tematically to work to build up the sectarian 
school on the rains of the one which was entrust- 
ed to their care! We say two of the Trustees, 
because by that time Mr. Scott had removed to 
« distance beyond the reach of the public school, 
and treely stated that he considered himself there- 
by disqualified to act any longer in the capacity 
of s managing Trustee. While. he did act he 
discharged bis duty, as Mr. Scott always does, 
with all his might. But so far as the other two 
ate concerned we again assert that the Colonial 
Secretary must. have drawn his information from 
an extraérdinary source, indeed, when he ascer- 
tained that the conduct of the school was satis- 
factory at the very time the parents and the pub- 
lic asked to have it placed in other hands and 
upon a broader basis 3 at atime, too, when it 
Was no secret that the two Trustees were avow- 
ed enemies to the.schoul, the one having done all 
in his power to draw children away from it and 
the other having’ declared his determination to 
“smash it up!”. Any zeal that these two may 
now assume for'the welfare of the pablic school 
is easily understood, and in no way affects what 
We have said, any more than it wilt atone for

The Fourth of July in Westminste 
Wy I 

The fourth of July was Celebrated with ‘the 
ustal spirit by the few resident Americans. The 
steamer Lillooet whs attired in. her gayest. cos- 
tame—a literal flutter of bunting from stem to 
stern. Two big guns were kept banging away 
at intervals, from dawn til} night, while in every 
direction was to be heard the report of fire- 
crackers and smallarms. A pleasure excursion 
on the Lillooet te Derby had been projected, and 
was free to all, the liberal and gentlemanly com- 
mander of that steamer having issued a general 
invitation ; but unfortunately, the day set in wet, 
and sv the trip was put off till. the following 
morning. Next morning proved no less oufa- 
vorable, and so that patt of the programme had 
to be abandoned, to the intense disappointment 
of the school children, who.were to have gone 
in chare of their teacher. During yesterday an 
occasional gun was fired, and“at noon our cour- 
teous cousins ran up and saluted the British flag. 


The News from the East. 
Dates to the 22ada June. 


_ We copy the following from the Daily Chron- 
ticle :— 


Heapgvarrers Aruy or Potomac, June 18,— 
Barnside’s attack on the enemy’s liue yesterday 
morning was more successful than was first re- 
ported. He drove the rebels from the rifle pits 
with heavy loss, tuking four guns, 400 prisoners 
and holding the positions During the afternoon 
he pushed the enemy still further, getting within 
about a mile and a half of the city and taking 
more prisoners. Shells were thrown into town. 
Firing during the remainder of the day was de- 
soltory, and very little change took place in po- 
sition on either side. In the evening our left 
was atill further advanced. Fighting continued 
nearly all night. This morning considerable fir- 
ing was going on, but nothing definite had been 
heard in regard to it. The 8th corps came up 
last night and reinforced our left. Prisoners 
‘taken yesterday report that 35,000 of Lee’s men 
had arrived on the field yesterday morning. 
Trains are running almost hourly from Richmond, 
bringing troops close to Petersburg and thea 
hurrying back. 

Pirrssurc, June 19.—The Sanitary Fair closed 
to-night. . Net receipts were three hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

Wasnixeton, June 19.—The House yesterday 
passed a resolution authorizing the President to 
notify Great Britain of the intention of the Uni- 
ted States Government to terminate at the end 
of a month the treaty of 1817, relative to the 
rights of our naval force on the Great Lakes. 

Wasuixcton, June 20.—The public debt, in- 
clading all legal tender notes and unpaid acquisi- 
tions, is $171,939,510,888.[7] The amonnt, of 
interest-bearing legal tender notes withdrawn is 
$38,190,700 ; amount of Treasury notes. with- 
drawn aud placed in reserve is $17,258,872, 
showing a reduction at present of legal tender 
notes of all descriptions $56,149,572. This state- 
ment shows the actual preseit state of the debt 
and circulation of course. It will be necessary 
to replace a portion of the 5 per cent. legal ten- 
der uotes with compound interest at-6 per cent.

Mr. Cisco states that he-has positive assurance 
‘that the Secretary of the Treasury purposes to 
contract the circulation as much as possible and 
to regulate the future issues of currency by the 
strictest necessity —The Senate to-night refused 
by three majority to strike out the $300 exemp- 
tion clause to the enrullment. act.

New Yorx, June 21.—The Herald's Wash- 
ington special says: Hancock’s old wound is 
so troublesome that he has asked tu be relieved. 
The request was granted, and Birney commands 
his corp. Hancock did not command in Satur- 
day’s fight.—There are 30,000 troops in Peters- 
burg, who are continually being reinforced. 

The Times’ special of the 18th says the rebels 
on Friday night made a furious attack on Burn- 
side’s front, and- after a severe contest re-occu- 
pied the post he had taken the previous morn- 
ing. This chauge of the line concentrated 
Beauregard’s forces, while it enables our trocps 
to cover important approaclies to the right and 
left. The city is within range of our guns, a- 
bout 1400 yards. Our losses during the past 2 
days is 8,000 killed and wounded.—At 5 p. m. 
an advance was made on the rebel lines to devel- 
op the position, which was accompanied with 
considerable logs in killed and wounded, .. Bir- 
ney’s division suffered most. Prisvners state 
Beauregard commands the city with his army. 
A portion of his forces is under Longstreet, Wil- 
cox and Ewell. There is no decisive evidence

ew York, June 21.—The bankers and bro- 
kers appointed a committee to-day to hasten to 
Washington and endeavor to secure the repeal 
and modification of the gold bill, The Commer- 
cia?’ s money article says the gold market.is in « 
most excited ‘condition. Suspension ‘of* public 
competition has thrown the trade directly into 
the hands of speculators. They now make their 
own prices and bave made ad Lbitum use of. the 
prerogative. The pressure only increased the 
quotations by holders, and the process continued 
until noon, when brokers were paying 225 and 
selling at 235. The effect has been entirely to 
suspend operations in the foreign exchange. 
Speculators do not know what to ask, and re- 
fuse to‘give quotations. One large firm. asked 
$15 to the pound sterling. At noon guld took a 
downward turn. A: large lot was thrown upon 
the market at 230, which put it down 15 per 
cent, Brokers are buying at 210 and selling at 
220/—At 8 p. m. they suld at 208.—Washing- 
ton dispatches report to-day in Congressional 
circles that Chase.will negotiate a foreign loan 
immediately after the passage of the loan bill now 
before Congress. Tho, bill contains provisions 
authorizing the Secretary of'the Treasury to ne- 
gotiate such loan.

“The mining opereations are being vigorously 
prosecuted in this district, and a very large am- 
ount of work has been performed since the opening 
of the season. The majority of the best claims, 
however, may scarcely be said to have commenc- 
ed work as yet, the early part of the season be- 
ing mostly taken up by making preparations 
not immediately connected with the taking out 
gold, besides which very many are laid. over 
waiting the completion of the Bed Rock Flame 
and Drain. ge 

A few of the claims are, however, yielding 
richly, among which are the Errickson, which 
has averaged for the past month 200 oz. per 
day, the Wake-np-Jake,; the Cornish Company, 
and yesterday the Aurira Company, upon which 
a vast amount of labour and money has been ex- 
pended during the past twelve months, strack 
the lead, and took out for their first day’s wash- 
ing 300 oz. 

I have also much pleasure in reporting that a 
company, known as the Butcher, on, Lightning 
Creek, being a hill claim situated above the 
town of Van Winkle, which yielded largely to- 
wards the end of the last season, but soon after 
lost the lead, and since then has laboured hard 
and spent a large sum: of money in prospecting, 
has again been rewarded by a very rich strike, 
$5,300 having been taken out in the past three 
days ; one nugget of solid gold, being the larg- 
est yet obtained in thé Cariboo district, weigh- 
ing 30 1-16th oz. ; 

Money is, however, scarce as yet, which causes 
a depression. of feeling among the business por- 
tion of our community, but this I apprehend 
will be of short duration. . 

The utmost confidence is entertained by the 
miners that the present season will prove to be 
the richest that has been known in this COvolony, 
and that impression is fully borne out by the ex- 
tent of ground that is being prospected, and the

The following extract from a letter to a friend 
in England, written by the wife of a General,

and not only negro clothing I have woven, I am 
now dyeing thread to wenve homespun, for my- 
self and daughters. I am ravelling up oF having 
ravelled all the old scraps of fine worsteds and 
dark silks to spin thread for gloves for Gener- 
al and self, which gloves I am to knit. These 
home-knit gloves and these homespun dresses 
will look- mach neater and nicer than you would 
suppose. My danghters and J, being in want 
of under garments, I sent a quantity of lard to 
the Macon factory, and received in, return. fine 
unbleached calico—a pound of lard paying for a 
yard of eluth. They will not sell their cloth 
for money.
